ORDINANCE NO. 73 


OF MENLO PARK, CALLING A 
SPECIAL ELECTION TO BE 
HELD IN SAID CITY, DECEM- 
BER 19, 1933, FOR THE PUR- 
POSE OF SUBMITTING TO 
THE QUALIFIED VOTERS OF 
SAID CITY THE PROPOSITION 
OF INCURRING A BONDED IN- 
DEBTEDNESS FOR THE ACQU- 
ISITION, CONSTRUCTION AND 
COMPLETION OF A MUNICI- 
PAL IMPROVEMENT IN SAID 
CITY. 


WHEREAS, the City Council of 
the City of Menlo Park, a munici- 


| pality of the sixth class, in the 


County of San Mateo, State of 
California, by resolution regularly 
passed and adopted at a regular 
meeting of said City Council on the 
l4th day of November, 1933, by the 
affirmative and unanimous vote of 
all of the members of said City 
Council, did determine that the 
public interest and necessity de- 
me2nds the acquisition, construction 
and completion of a certain munici- 
pal improvement, to-wit: A city 
nall, including a site therefor, and 
the improvement of such site and 
the equipment and furnishing of
